Street Scenes in Cairo. 


The liveliest imagination cannot form 
any notion of the infinite novelty and 
strangeness of a street scene in Cairo. 
The Moosker is the broadway of the city. 
It is about thirty feet wide, and leads 
from the Ezbekceyah—the park and tho 
French quarter of the city, where ara 
the hotels, cafes, etc.—to the Mokattam 
hills. It is lined with small shops, 
nearly all of which have no windows but 
the whole front stands 
to the street 
There are, perhaps, a dozxm French 
jewelry stores that have show' windows, 
and that is all. 
In the busy hours the 
street is crowded, but yet not so much 
aa a cross street, near tile farther end, 
which we call Bazar Street, as the bazars 
are entered from it. and it is exceedingly 
difficult here to get the right name for 
anything among these Arabs. On cer­ 
tain days this street i* a j>erfect jam. 
It 
is lined with little shops; there hundreds 
of women with veiled faces will squat 
on the ground about three feet in front 
of the shop and display small stocks of 
greasy cakes, pieces of sugar-cane, a 
few pairs of slippers and other goods. 
Of tile crowd slowly moving in opposite 
directions, there are many men ami 
women carrying trays, water-jars or 
other articles on their heads, and all the 
women w ho carn' their children place 
them astride their left shoulder, and the 
little ones soon learn to “ hang on'* to 
the shawl or wrrap covering their moth­ 
er’s heads. 
Then a man bearing a goat 
akin full of water occasionally squeezes 
through the throng, and a woman com­ 
pletely enveloped in black silk, riding 
astride on a donkey, with feet drawn up 
beneath as high as possible, goes along. 
Next comes a carriage, witli a sais. or 
runner, in picturesque costume, who 
goes ahead, carrying a gold-tipped rod, 
w ith which he urgently taps people who I 
fail to get out of the w ay at his stento-

The crowd makes 
way for the carriage just about as water 
malkcs w'ay for a boat,closing in behind it. 
Then comes two o r three camels, bur­ 
dened with huge loads of green c lover, 
their long necks and supercilious noses 
extending over the crowd. 
As all the 
people arc costumed in bright colors and 
strange styles, the jam seems to us more 
like a grand masquerade, especially as 
everybody is so good natured, aud jost­ 
ling is a matter of course. 
The bazars are the most interesting 
places in Cairo. There are sections for 
almost ever}' variety of business—gold 
and silver work, slippers, rugs and car­ 
pets, saddles, perfumery, spices, books, 
crockery and dry goods—all have a sep­ 
arate quarter. Iou step out of the 
crowded street, through an old arch-gate­ 
way, and find yourself in the silver ba­ 
zar. where the workmen are busy ham­ 
mering out all sorts of silver jewelry, 
such as bracelets, necklaces, etc. Tile 
gold and silver bazar consists of a dozen 
short, narrow’ passages about six feet 
wide, running around oomers this way 
and that, and loosely roofed over with 
slats or matting, 'the space between 
the buildings is occupied for about 
eighteen inches 
on each side with 
a platform about as high as an or­ 
dinary chair, which is called the masta- 
bah, and is an extension of the floor of 
the shop. This is for the customers to 
sit on, the natives dropping their slippers 
and sitting on their feet, according to 
the Turkish fashion. The space between 
the mastabahs is only about three feet, 
for the passage of the public, aud in 
places it is impossible for two persons to 
walk abreast. The ground is unpaved 
and uneven, and, being wet down twice 
aday, is often slippery. The dusty, din- i 
gy buildings and the dilapidated ap p ar­ 
ance of the partial covering gives to 
these little lanes a very nasty look, but 
the impression is removed when you 
look at thejgoods displayed by the shop­ 
keepers. 
Their shops are about five or 
six feet square and entirely open in the 
front. A part of this space is occupied 
by a workman, who with a little furnace, I 
a hammer, small anvil, pair of plyers I 
and a few other tools, is w orking silver I 
and gold into attractive shapes. His as- I

reminded me of tho great reading and 
research which had a1 ways liven involve^ 
in his no\’cl writing, aud now his method 
made fiction to hun serious and very 
hard w<»rk. 
He talked benevolent of 
men and events in general, aud not re­ 
gretfully of anything except once to re­ 
fer to the loss w Inch shadows his life rn 
these latter days. 
Ho was sorry lie 
could uot go to the theater and see The 
Lighta o' London, which, he gathered 
from the palters, is really a bona Jide 
success. 
He is greatly surprised at tho 
last profitable revival of his own play, 
It f t Sever Too I.ate to Mend, which 
lias replenished the coffer of tho Adelphi 
Theater, where, I believe, Drink is to 
follow, Charles Warner being the lead­ 
ing man at this old home of melodrama.

initial Magnetism or Mesmerism. 
Animal magnetism, or mesmerism, 
was first brought into notice in Germany 
by Frederich Anton Mesmcr, a German 
nnysidan, who was bom at or near 
Meersbnrg, Baden, on the lake of Con­ 
stance, in 1733 or 1734. When Mesmcr 
took his degree in 1776 he presented a 
thesis on “ the influence of the planets 
on the human bodv,” aud he regarded 
the new force w hich he said could be ex­ 
erted by one living organization upon 
another os a means of alleviating or cur­ 
ing disease. 
In 1778 he left Vienna and 
went to Paris, where he practiced amid 
the dislike of the medical profession, but 
with the favor of the people. He w rote 
several volumes ou the subject, and it 
took its name from its first promoter. 
His discovery was fostered by Dr. D’EI- 
son, physician to Hie King’s brother, 
and in 1784 the French Government 
ordered the medical faculty of Paris to 
investigate Mesmer’s theory. A com­ 
mission was appointed, consisting of 
Benjamin Franklin, then Minister to 
France, Lavoisier, liotj, Badly, Majault, 
Sallin, D’Areel, <bulletin, ami Le Roy. 
who reported that “ the violent effects 
which are observed in the public prac­ 
tice of magnetism are due to the manip­ 
ulations, to the excitement of the im­ 
agination, and to that sort of mechanical 
imitation w hich leads us to req**at any­ 
thing which produces an impression 
upon the senses.” Mesmer left Paris in 
1785, 
where his 
popularity rapidly 
diminished, and spent the rest of his 
life in retirement in Switzerland. 
He 
retired with considerable wealth, ac­ 
quired from his former magnetic prac­ 
tice. 
It was said that at one time his 
income while in Paris was 100,000 francs 
a year.

One merchant I noticed had a space of 
only three feet wide and eighteen inches 
deep, and this is partly occupied by’ nar­ 
row shelves for his goods. He has barely 
room to sit on his feet between the 6id*e 
shelves. The other bazars are not so 
narrow, say from eight to ten feet wide. 
In the perfumers bazar may be found 
the odors of a thousand flow’ers, from 
attar of roses to peppermint, aud the 
pleasant civility ana patience of the 
chants are admirable. They uige you 
to sit down, to take cigarettes or coffee, 
and taking a bottle of precious attar of 
roses from its tin box, w ill put some upon 
the handkerchiefs of all menders of the 
party’. Some of the merchants speak a 
little English or French, and seem to be­ 
stow unusual attention upon travelers.

This is the recorded legisla­ 
tive action for the adoption of a national 
flag. The resolution was not promulgated 
uutil Sept. 3. 
It is sup|»OHed that the 
flag w:u> first unfurled by Paul Jones on 
the Ranger. 
It is not known by whom 
the stars were suggested. By some they 
have l»ecn ascill nil to John Adams, and 
by others iPhas been urged that the en­ 
tire* lhig was I torrent’* *d from tho coat of 
arms of the Washington family, but 
both conjectures art* without proof, aud 
the latter is improbable. 
PIThe history of mathematics may Im) 
divided into three great periods, cack 
characterized by the introduction of im­ 
portant new methods. 
In the first, the 
era of Greek and Roman supremacy, 
geometry wsis almost exclusively culti­ 
vated. 
Whilo arithmetic was hardly 
more than a mechanical calculation by 
means of the alveus, areometrical meth­ 
ods attained a degree of elegance scarce­ 
ly to be surpassed, as apj>ears from tho 
nmk still maintained by Euclid. 
After 
Hie decline of Rome the science took 
refuge among the Arabs, w’ho trans­ 
lated and preserved tho literary treas­ 
ures of Greece. 
Tho Arabian philoso­ 
phers were, however, rather learned 
than inventive, aud added little to tho 
heritage. 
But they introduced the sec­ 
ond great )>oriod in the progress of 
mathematics by imparting to Europe 
the decimal arithmetic, and the algebraic 
calculus, I Kith of which were perhaps of 
Indian origin. 


T h e origin of the Order of the Garter, 
the highest order of knighthood in tilt 
world, has been variously given. Popu­ 
lar tradition ascribes it to Edward IIL, 
on the occasion of a court ball, at which 
ho was dancing with the Oouutess of 
Salisbury. The lady accidentally dropjicd 
her garter; the King picked it up, and, 
observing tho courtiers smile, restored 
it tf> the Countess w ith the words: “//on* 
soil gut mal y pense ” (evil be to him 
who evil thinks), aud shortly afterward 
founded the order as on incentive to 
chivalry among his Knights. 
Another 
account stages that the King founded it 
with the hope of attracting tile liest 
soldiers in Europe to his interest, anti 
invited Knights to the tournaments held 
at Windsor. 
At the battle of Creey, in 
1346, ho is said to have given his garter 
for the signal of battle, ami afterward, 
having been victorious by sea and land, 
aud having King David * of Scotland a 
prisoner, in memory of these grand 
events instituted the order on the 23d of 
April, 1349. 
The original Knights in­ 
cluded Edward the Black Prince aud 
twenty-four other Knights selected*from 
among the highest nobles in the land, 
among whom the names of the Earl of 
Salisbury and the Sir Thomas Holland 
who married the Black Prince’s widow 
are found. The garter, aa now worn by 
tbe Knights, is of blue velvet bordered 
with gold, and has the above motto in­ 
scribed on it.

—An illustration in the Scientific 
American exhibits in a striking manner 
how the human hand can in the short 
time of three months deeply impress its 
grasp on the hickory helve of a hammer 
used in welding. The hammer, it says, 
is held loosely in striking, and every 
blow is attended by a slight motion of 
the handle under a varying grip. The 
constant attrition causes the muscles of 
the palm and fingers to bed themselves, 
so to speak, in the tough wood, with an 
impression as perfectly reproducing the 
inner surface of the hand as would be 
obtained by squeezing a roll of putty. 
The oval handle is one inch in its short­ 
est diameter, and where it it is worn 
deepest by the thumb and forefinger 
only three-sixteenths of an inch of wood 
remains.

It has been finally anti fully decided 
that the crown diamonds are to be put 
up at auction. It would seem quite 
natural that France, having no longer 
any crown, should no longer wish to 
keep her crown jewels, but everybody i* 
not of this opinion.

I think it will be 
to public advantage, this sale, for at 
present no one is ever allowed to look at 
them. What would be thought of a 
person who kept forever a Rembrandt 
or a Titian in a back cellar under lock 
and key? The French crown diamonds 
have these many years been kept locked 
up in a warehouse, where no one ever 
sees them, except two honest watchmen. 
Every work of art and rich jewel has its 
proper place. The place for a magnifi­ 
cent precious diamond is on the nevk Ol­ 
in the hair of a handsome woman. Out­ 
side of the fevered atmosphere of balls 
and operas it grows pale. It needs the 
brilliancy of the gas and candles to 
show off its splendid fires. But France 
can not afford to establish a monarchy 
simply to find princesses who may wear 
the jewels, and so it is wise for lier to 
jell them. It is satisfactory to know 
that the price of these precious stones 
is to be well distributed. 
The sum 
realized is to form a capital, the income 
of which will be employed in the annual 
purchase of statues and pictures. Apro­ 
pos of this sale, I may state that a terri­ 
ble thought has popped into the head of 
a journalistic acquaintance of mine. In 
the confusing succession of French dy­ 
nasties and in the numerous changes in 
office that have taken place, has the< 
treasure remained intact? Some years 
ago one of the Rothschilds sent to the 
director of a provincial mint an immense 
number of ingots in gold. 
Eighteen 
months later he had the notion of re­ 
claiming this deposit. What was found 
in their place? Dead skillfully gilded. 
My friend is willing to bet me a good 
dinner that on the day of the sale the 
experts will discover that the “crown 
diamonds” are paste, and that the Re­ 
gent, which is now valued at $2,500,000, 
is worth no more than a cotton night­ 
shirt.—Paris Cor.
